TONOPAH (Nev.) Nov. 14.—Boris 
Thomasen, who confessed tq setting 
fire to the Nevada Theater here Octo- 
ber 29, was sentenced here tonight to 
not less than twenty or more than 
twenty-one years In the penitentiary. 
Good behavior would cut this time to 
fourteen years. 

A crowd in the courtroom awaiting 
an elaborate statement from Thoma- 
sen was disappointed. 

“I did not intend to take human 
life.” he sald to Judge Averill, and 
stopped. 

Thomagen is 23 years old and en- 
tered this country from Russia in 
1910. He worked in Stockton, Cal. 
at one time as a cement finisher. 

H. EB. MeGuwicken, an organiser of 
the Industrial Workers of the World, 
accused by the police of complicity 
with Thomasen, was held to the grand 
jury. Thomasen has insisted that he 
has no accomplices. Roy Russell, for- 
mer street speaker of San Diego, who 
was arrested, was released.

When their attacks lead 
the allies to rush troops to one 
threatened point, the Germans make 
a rapid shift of forces to some other 
part of the line and plunge forward 
there in the hope of catching the 
allies napping. It is in this sort of 
fighting that the aeroplane service 
has accomplished the greatest changes 
in the art of war. Heretofore the! 
commanding general had little chance 
of detecting such a move on the part 
of the enemy until the attacking 
troops had already come in contact 
with his advanced line. In the pres-

defenders get sufficient notice of com- 
ing attacks to shift their troops to 
the point of danger. Even where the 
new troops do not arrive in time to 
save the first line, they come against 
the enemy farther to the rear, where 
his attack has partly spent its force 
and either check his troops on the 
ground or drive them back by the 
way they have come.

He states that the 
Crown Prince its an efficient soldier, 
but that the Kaiser is a blundering 
strategist. 

But after all, this ts chiefly inter- 
esting as gossip. I don't believe half 
a dozen officers of the inner circle of 
the German General Staff know why 
Von Maltke was removed, or whether 
he really has been removed, still less 
whether the Kaiser will impose his 
military ideas upon the successor. 
THE NEED OF STRATEGY. 

This much can be said, however. 
If Germany has a Napoleon she had 
better trot him out. She needs bril- 
liant strategy and so do all the other 
belligerents. As pointed out in a 
former checker-board article, the 
phase of the war now opening is the 
phase of the strategists «= 

Every country with the exception 
of France is now being attacked upon 
two sides at once. Some on three. 

Russia is fighting Germany on the 
northwest, Austria on the southwest; 
Turkey on the southeast. 

Germany is fighting England and 
France on the west and the Russians 
in two @ifferent theaters of war on 
the east. 

Austria is fighting Russia on one 
side: Servia on the other. 

England is not actually facing bul- 
lets in more than one quarter, but 
she is inferentially under in 
several quarters. 

Although not undertaken for that 
reasen, it is probable that the at- 
tacks by the Russians in Bast Prus- 
sia will tend to lessen the danger of 
an invasion of E The most 
terrible disaster that could happen to 
Germany would be a Russian victory 
ef so pronounced a character that 
Russian troops could be landed by 
sea on the north coast of Preasia 
and poured south into Berlin. To 
prevent such a possibility it is im- 
portant that Germany retain the 
command of the Baltic: Sea. In the 
cireumstances, it sure that 
Germany will not make the sensa- 
tienal raid by 
onto the English coast that we have 
been promised. She can't afford to 
rixk losing the ships that enabie 
to rule the Baltic.

A company of prominent and active 
women gave a dinner at the California 
Club yesterday in honor of Mrs. Her- 
bert C. Hoover of London, who has 
heen commissioned by King Albert 
of Belgium to aid the movement in 
this country for the relief of suffer- 
ing among the noncombatants of Bel- 
sium. 

Mre. Hoover recited to the women 
‘yesterday the conditions in the little 
kingdom, which is that of being on the 
verge of actual starvation.

Walter Lindley presided at the 
dinner and Mrs. Florence C. Whitney 
acted as master of ceremonies, intro- 
ducing a number of @ifferent speak- 
ers, among them Mr, Sumner F.

J. Chichester. Mrs. Hoover will 
again thie afternoon at 2:30 in n- 
ity Auditorium, where a meeting will 
be held in the interest of she Belgium 
relief fund. 

After the dinner was over, Mrs.

[To the 
Editor of The Times Some 
one sent me by mall a book- 
let, Truth About Germany. Facts 
About the War.” It is printed 
in New York, evidently for American 
consumption, and free distribution, 
and sponsored by an honorary com- 
mittee, consisting of thirty-six per- 
sons, headed by the famous Berr 
lin, chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of the Hamburg-American 
Steamship Company, the greatest pro- 
moter of the idea of German world 
power, and contains the familiar 
names of many princes and counts, 


bank directors, professors, statesmen, 
Ste., and even of five ladies. The board 
of editors of the booklet consists of 
eleven names of widely-known public 
men, Prof. Dr. Francke among them. 
It is divided into twelve chapters, and 
contains seventy-three es. 

Such an array of illustrious, wide- 
ly-known men necessarily attracts at-

never read such a misnamed booklet. 
It is written wtih a crude pen, and 
in the language and spirit of a pros- 
pectus of a salted mine, or of a town- 


site a hundred miles from nowhere. 
The elite of the modern German state. | 
business and scientific worlds evident 
ly consider Americans bereft even of | 
common intelligence and apt to jump 
at any seneationalism. It is a pre- 
sumption upon our credence and in- 
ability to judge for ourselves such 
grave questions. Practically every 
phrase is either a misrepresentation, 
or a vent of hatred and vituperation 
against everybody and everything. 
The ingenuity of the author's phrase- 
Ology in that line, while cridle and un- 
cultured, is simply astonishing. 

The reader is truly bewiidered— 
poor, peaceful, refined Germany is 
shamefully abused by vicious, bar- 
barian, perfidious enemies of culture 
and civilization. Let the reader under- 
stand that I merely repeat the lan- 
guage of the booklet—I personally 
have no use for such. The narrative 
begins with the stock complaint that 
Germany's cables are cut and she can- 
not present her case to the neutral 
world—this, regardless of the fact 
that every issue of our papers prints 
much more news of the Germans than 
of the allies—the Germans manage 
somehow to present their side not 
only from Berlin, but through Am- 
sterdam, Copenhagen, even London 
and our own Manchester. Then comes 
menace of des- 
poetic, autocratic Russia. Yes, Rus- 
sian autocracy is certainly a bad 
anachronism, a sore upon Europe— 
yet, let me state, that the Hohenzoll- 
lerns and the Hapeburgs are as much 
to blame for it as anybody. Their in- 
fluence upon the Romanoff dynasty 
and Russian gevernment, during the 
ninetenth century and up to the last 
so. is an accepted historical 
fact. The Vienna Congress and the 
work of the Hohenzollerns and Met- 
ternich turned Alexander I from a 


beginning of his reign, into the 
despot he died. Nicholas I was guided 
all his life by his Prussian father-in- 
law. Alexander II liberated the serfs 
and was ready to grant Russia a con- 
stitution in 1880 when Wilhelm I sent 
a special messenger with an auto- 
graph letter warning him 


A step, to which letter Bismarck ad- 
if. such 
warning should be unheeded. At last, 
it was the present Kaiser who turned | 
the present Czar against further con- 
cessions to the people after the revo- 
lution of 1905. The Hohenzolierns un- 
derstood perfectly that political free- 
dom in Russia would be fatal to their 
own dynastic interests at home, and 
persistently upheld autocracy in Rus- 
sia with all their power. Liberal Rus- 
sia of today is mortally afraid of 
German victory, because in such a 
case the Kaiser would surely try to 
make peace with the Czar against 
Russian people. No liberal-minded 
man in Europe can trust the crowned 
heads. Personally I believe that the 
liberal-minded part of the German 
people itself is hypnotized by this 
war and acts in a trance. 

The chapter, “How the war came 
About is a marvel of ingenuity. It 
carefully avoids all dates, and 1 
based upon obviously false presump- 
tions. The befogged reader gets the 
impression that it was not Austria 
Who declared war upon Servia and 
immediately began to bombard Bel- 
and not Germany who de- 
clared war upon Russia and France, 
but that these countries started the 
War against Germany and Austria. 
The most astonishing statement is 
made that France violated the neu- 
trality of Belgium, and that Ger- 
many only followed suit. In trying 
to fix the dame for the war, almost 
every chapter and page of the book- 
let containg conflicting statements. 
In one place K is Servia, in another 
Russia, France, England. There are 
even vague accusations that the 


prosperity and industrial and com- 
mercial progress of Germany. Hat- 
red and envy of beaten rivals is pre- 
sumed to be on the path af German 
national grandeur and growth. 

Of course, the past services of Ger- 
many to the culture, science and art 
of the civilized world, are empha- 
sized. 1 certainly would not be the 
one to deny such services. They are 
great and uncontestable. But be- 
cause some some thousand 
years ago saved the Roman Capitol- 
jum from the attack of the Huns, it 
foes not follow that we cannot eat 
geese of today. I divide sharply 
German history and the relation of 
the Germans to the culture and civil- 
ization of humanity. Germany, up to 
the sixties of the last century, was 
Germany of the titanic struggle for 
freedom and against ‘the ferociour 
It was a 
Germany of high deals and great 
ideals, of Kant and Hegel. of Goethe 
and Schiller. of Heine and Lassal, of 
great genitisesr in literature, science 
and art. in social advancement and 
healthy political growth, But that 
Germany te gone and replaced by 
Germany of blood and iron, of Bis- 
marck and Moltke, of Withelm II and 
Krupp, of military worship and con- 
cott, of territorial aggression and sub- 
jugation by the matied fist. 

I will cite another of this 
change. It is beyond doubt that in 
thie war the Germans have adopted 
two war measures, which belong fally 
to the medieval times. These are: 
taking hostages and shooting them 
without any trial, whenever an army 
colonel or even captain desires to do 
o, and levying enormous money con- 
tributions upon undefended cities and 
towns. Napoleon discarded 
these measures, and the only case 
@uring the many ware of the nine- 
teenth century of taking hostages 
and shooting them was during the 
Commune war of 1871 in Paris. Of 
course it did not help the Com- 
munards.

Giemissed as only half serious and less 
worthy of consideration. 

However, I cannot but express sur- 
Prise that one who 80 readily sub- 
scribes to my plea for greater and se- 
curer academic freedom in America 
should view with such awful squints 
the other questions involved in — 
Munsterberg controversy now ao hap- 
pily settied by the withdrawal ot 
famous professor's resignation 
the assurance to Harvard of the con- 
tinued services of this hard-working 
and genial savant. To be perfectly 
candid, I cannot conceive of a more 
biased argument than that offered by 
your Alta Loma correspondent, or a 
newspaper article which could better 
tickle the fancy of professional lob- 
byiste as a specimen of the very kind 
of propaganda literature Mr. Demens 
s0 indignantly condemns. And yet the 
last thought I have is that the Alta 
Loma gentieman is a paid agent of 
the Kaiser's enemies; he merely feels, 
I dare say, intensely on the subject: 
and, having become a little unnerved, 
finds it hard to control his bubbling 
emotion. 

To revert to the questions in dis- 
pute, I am ready to admit that the 

nm government has representa- 
tives in America., and many of them, 
who, in one way or another, are well 
paid—as all German government em- 
ployees whatever work they 
may do in presenting to Americans 
the truth as Germans see it; and in- 
asmuch as the allies, and England 
with her splendid fleet in particular, 
from the beginning have cut German 
cables, doctored international and 
press telegra and in other ways so 
effectively interfered with that very 
dissemination: of the German side of 
the controversy to the publication of 
which the Germans have such an in- 
@ubitable right, what man is there 
desirous of fair playa  stock-in- 
trade term so long the boast of the 
British—who will blame the Germans 
for putting such representatives of 
their own into the field as give Mr. 
Demens a sort of mild delirium But 


I have no doubt—and, in fact, I am 


thoroughly convinced—that both Eng- 
land and France, if not Russia, have 
agents in the United States subsidized, 
or in one way or another compen- 
sated, for doing the same thing, 
namely, presenting the arguments of 
the allies in such a way as to infilu- 
ence American public opinion; as it 
is evident to me, from documents re- 
ceived from Europe, that Russian 
agents have been active in Great Brit- 
ain in trying to overcome some of the 
old-time and deep-rooted disiike by 
the energetic English for the cold, 
sluggish Russian Bear. Indeed, it 
would not surprise me, from what I 
personally know of government serv- 
ice, if England today had such an 
agent or two in this part of the South- 
land, operating independent of, and 
quite unknown to even the esteemed 
English gentleman who has the honor 
of so officiently representing Hie Ma- 
jesty’s government in Los Angeles. 

And when that is contended and 
admitted, what is there, after all, so 
amazing about the whole transaction 
in time of war. or startling to anyone 
a bit logical or in the least con- 
versant with American history? Why 
should not a nation be privileged, in 
a controversy between nations, to do 
what a private individual at all times 
has the right to undertake—to put it- 
self in the best light possible before 
the rest of the world? And wherein 
is there any difference between the 
German government laying its case 
equarely and fairly before the Ameri- 
can public in authenticated telegrams, 
enlightening editorials and fresh; sug- 
gestive photographs, and the Belgians 
sending a deputation across the ocean 
to interview the President, pose for 
numerous newspaper photographers, 
and finally to flood the American press 
with their complaints, In the right- 
eousnese of which they unquestionably 
and firmly believe? 

In conclusion, I may endeavor to 
Demons right in a matter 
respecting the exchange of profes- 
sors, and the relative opportunities 
of Americans and Germans to teach 
in each others’ countries.
